Hace 14 años, Silvano Rodríguez origi- 
nario de Michoacán, llegó a San José, Califor- 
nia, con muchos sueños y metas por realizar. 
El trabajo en la construcción fue muy duro, y 
las jornadas largas pero mucho mejor pagadas 
que allá en su tierra. Tenía muy poco tiempo 
libre, el cual ocupaba en otras actividades. Se 
distraía un poco con sus compañeros recor-

o simplemente platicaba de la familia que no 
veía desde hace muchos años. 

Silvano reunió la cantidad suficiente para 
comprar dos camionetas muy grandes y bonitas, 
terrenos en Michoacán, enviar buen dinero a 
la familia y ahorrar el dinero nunca se hubiera 
imaginado. 

Cuando decidió que era tiempo de regresar 
a su tierra, Silvano fue sorprendido con una 
noticia que arruinó 14 años de trabajo y es- 
fuerzo. Por un malestar fue al centro de salud 
comunitario y después de diversos estudios, 
los médicos le dijeron consternados que tenía 
diabetes muy avanzada y mal cuidada, lo que 
había dañado sus riñones y tenía que someterse 
inmediatamente a un tratamiento de diálisis. 
Triste y espantado por la noticia, Silvano se 
vio en la necesidad de vender sus camionetas, 
terrenos, hacer uso de sus ahorros y además 
ya no pudo enviar más dinero a su familia en 
México, debido a que ahora tenía que gastar to- 
dos sus ahorros en el cuidado de su tratamiento 
de diálisis y en atender la diabetes que había 
afectado sus riñones. 

Como Silvano, hay miles de personas que 
llegan a este país con la prioridad de trabajar 
y lograr sus objetivos, pero olvidan que para 
poder realizar sus sueños en este país, también 
necesitan preocuparse por su salud y prevenir 
enfermedades irreversibles y muy costosas. 

Por tal motivo y desde hace un par de 
años, se creó la Semana Binacional de la Salud 
(SBS), la cual consiste en una serie de activi- 
dades educativas y de promoción de la salud 
para la población emigrante. Los programas 
que se llevan a cabo durante esta semana, 
ofrecen a todas las personas estudios clínicos, 
referencias a servicios de salud, tratamientos

Los Ángeles (EFE) — El 
condado Los Ángeles podría 
tener que revisar todo su sistema 
de voto automatizado luego de 
que la Secretaria de Estado de 
California, Debra Bowen, anun- 
ciara la descertificación de los 
equipos que fueron propuestos 
para ser usados en el condado de 
San Diego y otros 19 más. 

Aunque el veto de Bowen 
no incluye al condado de Los 
Ángeles, sobre el cual la funcio- 
naria hará una nueva revisión, 
se refiere a sistemas de registro 
de voto electrónicos similares a 
los que han sido propuestos para 
Los Ángeles. 

La decisión, estableció se- 
veras restricciones en el uso de 
las máquinas para voto digitali- 
zado fabricadas por las compa- 
ñías Diebold Election Systems, 
Hart InterCivic y Sequoia Voting 
Systems. 

El veto concuerda con un 
informe presentado el 27 de julio 
por investigadores de la Univer- 
sidad de California Berkeley, 
que señala que las máquinas pue- 
den ser fácilmente manipuladas 
con herramientas comunes y por 
personas con limitados cono- 
cimientos de computación. 

El condado de San Diego, 
que utiliza el sistema de pan- 
talla digital de Diebold -sola- 
mente autorizado para el uso de 
votantes discapacitados y de 
quienes voten tempranamente en 
las Oficinas de Registro- deberá 
tener un recuento manual de vo- 
tos, según determinó Bowen. 

El reporte de UC Berkeley, 
señala que los equipos pueden 
ser manipulados por “piratas 
electrónicos” con muy poca po- 
sibilidad de ser descubiertos. 

La Secretaria de Estado 
sugirió que los condados reem- 
placen los equipos por votos 
de papel que sean leídos por 
escáneres electrónicos. 

El sistema de voto elec- 
trónico de la compañía Inkavote 
Plus System, utilizado en el con- 
dado de Los Ángeles, también 
fue rechazado inicialmente pero 
está siendo revisado para una 
decisión final, según informó 
Bowen.<>

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Número de tropas de EE.UU. en Irak alcanza récord 
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Según el Pentágono señaló que el aumento de soldados estadounidenses en Irak ha llegado al nivel 


más alto. Foto EFE 


Washington (EFE) — Las tropas es- 
tadounidenses desplegadas en Irak suman ac- 
tualmente unas 162,000 el nivel más alto desde 
el inicio de la ocupación, sin que ello signifique 
un refuerzo de la presencia militar en ese país, 
señaló el Pentágono. 

“No hay cambio alguno en el nivel de 
esfuerzo o en el poder de combate que estamos 
proyectando sobre Irak”, dijo el portavoz del 
Departamento de Defensa, Bryan Whitman. 

La razón de que se haya logrado un récord 
en el número de militares en Irak es la llegada de 
nuevas unidades que sustituirán próximamente a 
soldados que dejarán el país definitivamente. 


Actualmente hay alrededor de 162,000 
efectivos estadounidenses en Irak, una cifra que 
sobrepasa los 161,000 que se registraron en ese 
país durante las elecciones iraquíes en 2005. 

Justo después de esas elecciones, el número 
se redujo a unos 138,000 militares durante 
varias semanas, pero volvió a experimentar un 
repunte a finales de ese año para salvaguardar 
la seguridad de la población durante la votación 
de una nueva constitución. 

Estados Unidos tenía entre 155,000 y 
159,000 militares en Irak hasta que en enero 
pasado el Presidente George W. Bush ordenó

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Chavez says Argentine help key 
to developing Venezuela industry 


Buenos Aires (EFE) —Ven- 
ezuelan President Hugo Chavez 
said that with Argentine help his 
country can develop an industry 
that will transform it from the cur- 
rent “oil sultanate model.” 

Chavez, who arrived in Bue- 
nos Aires and plans to travel to 
Uruguay, the second stop on a 
trip that will also take him to Bo- 
livia and Ecuador, signed several 
cooperation and exchange agree- 
ments with the National Industrial 
Technology Institute of Argentina, 
or INTI. 

INTI, which is preparing a 
project to build 56 factories in 
Venezuela, 12 of them to make 
materials for the home, can be a 
big help to Venezuela's industri- 
alization, Chavez said. 

The Venezuelan head of state 
toured the facilities of an INTI 
technology park on the outskirts of 
Buenos Aires together with INTI 
chief Enrique Martinez. 

Chavez met Monday with 
his Argentine counterpart, Nestor 
Kirchner, with whom he agreed 
to invest $400 million in a project 
by which the Caribbean country 
would send liquefied natural gas 
(LNG) to Buenos Aires by sea 
to alleviate Argentina’s current

La maternidad reduce las 
oportunidades laborales 
de las mujeres

Quito (EFE) — La materni- 
dad ha provocado la reducción de 
oportunidades laborales femeninas, 
afirma un informe del Fondo de 
Población de las Naciones Unidas 
difundido en Quito en la X Confe- 
rencia Regional sobre la Mujer de 
América Latina y el Caribe. 

El texto afirma que, pese a que 
la mujer tiene una participación más 
activa en la economía, sus oportuni- 
dades laborales “tienden a compli- 
carse cuando quedan embarazadas” 
o tienen que cuidar a otros integran- 
tes de la familia, que por lo general 
son adultos mayores. 

Pese a ello, el estudio señala 
como un avance, el hecho de que en 
los últimos catorce años las mujeres 
han logrado constituir el 45% de la 
población económicamente activa 
de la región. Según el informe, las 
mujeres con estabilidad laboral 
son aquellas que tienen entre 35 y 
49 años de edad e hijos mayores o 
independientes. Pero los porcentajes 
no son tan alentadores para aquellas 
madres que están entre los 25 y 34

El estudio del Fondo de Po- 
blación de las Naciones Unidas 
(UNFPA) precisa también que la 
maternidad no es un impedimento 
para que las mujeres busquen plazas 
de trabajo, lo que contradice algunas 
teorías tradicionales. 

Así mismo, dice que los países 
más pobres, con economías más 
informales y políticas sociales 
débiles, son los que tienen mayor 
participación laboral femenina, 
aunque en esos casos los empleos 
que consiguen las mujeres son pre- 
carios y de baja remuneración. 

En este grupo, añade el in- 
forme, se ubican Guatemala, Boli- 
via, Paraguay, Nicaragua y Ecuador, 
con más del 50% de madres en el 
mercado laboral, lo que contrasta 
con países más desarrollados como 
Argentina, Chile y Costa Rica, en 
donde el índice es menor. 

Otro dato que proporciona el 
informe de la UNFPA sobre la par- 
ticipación laboral de la mujer, es la 
posición que ésta tiene dentro del 
hogar, es decir si es jefa del hogar 
o esposa y la clase social a la que 
pertenece. 

El texto señala que la tendencia 
sobre la participación laboral de las 
mujeres, que son jefas de hogar o 
madres solteras, aumenta signifi- 
cativamente con la presencia de, al 
menos, un menor en el hogar; mien- 
tras que en el caso de las esposas ese 
índice es menor. 

El estudio también sostiene 
que las mujeres pobres que tienen a 
su cargo la manutención de varios 
miembros de su familia, usualmente 
accedan a empleos precarios, en los 
cuales no son bien remuneradas. 

Para mejorar las oportunidades 
laborales femeninas, las activistas 
que participaron en el foro propu- 
sieron establecer “un pacto social 
y de género”, para que el trabajo de 
la casa y la atención a los hijos sea 
compartido con los hombres. Así lo 
indicó Soledad Murillo, secretaria 
general de Políticas de Igualdad 
de España, quien además destacó 
el papel que cumple la mujer en la 
sociedad. 

Por su parte, Marcela Suazo, 
directora para América Latina y El 
Caribe del UNFPA, dijo que, “para 
establecer un pacto de correspon- 
sabilidad, es necesario que los hom- 
bres se incluyan en el proyecto”. 

Suazo señaló que, para que se 
dé ese pacto, es necesario “levantar 
más información sobre el tema y, 
de esa manera, crear nuevas con- 
cepciones ciudadanas para que se 
logren impulsar cambios profundos 
en América Latina”, en favor de las 
mujeres.<>

La identidad de una persona 
es un atributo jurídico que se com- 
prueba con documentos oficiales los 
cuales reconocen las características 
y cualidades de cada individuo. Así 
pues, la personalidad o identidad de 
cada individuo es única. 

El robo de identidad es, por 
desgracia, una práctica indeseable 
pero común, que representa una 
amenaza para todos, sobre todo para 
quienes no cuidan sus documentos y 
no los usan adecuadamente. 

Cuando se dice que una per- 
sona fue víctima de robo de identi- 
dad, quiere decir que alguien llevó a 
cabo acciones irregulares destinadas 
a conseguir y usar información para 
hacerse pasar por otra persona. 
Quienes pretenden usurpar y robar 
la personalidad buscan obtener, de 
cualquier forma, documentos de 
identidad para usar el nombre, los 
datos y hasta la fotografía de otra 
persona. 

A continuación le presenta- 
mos algunas recomendaciones 
para prevenir el robo de identi- 
dad: 

1. Cuide celosamente sus docu- 
mentos ya que contienen infor- 
mación sobre usted. 

2. Controle el número de foto- 
copias para sus necesidades espe- 
cíficas. 

3. No proporcione los números 
de sus identificaciones a descono- 
cidos 0 a personas no sean de su 
confianza. 

4. Si realiza un trámite, 
asegúrese de no olvidar documen- 
tos y de llevarlos todos de nuevo 
a su hogar.

8. Si usted presta sus documen- 
tos, y éstos se usan para algún acto 
indebido, usted podría ser acusado 
de cómplice de un delito. 

Preservar la identidad de las 
personas es una obligación de 
todas las instituciones, públicas o 
privadas, de cualquier país. Por ello 
los Consulados de México tienen 
mucho cuidado en la revisión de 
todos los documentos para otorgar 
la matrícula consular, pasaporte, 
declaratorias de nacionalidad y 
registro civil. 

Este método de trabajo está 
destinado a garantizar que la calidad 
de la información sea correcta y ve- 
raz. Así es como hemos venido for- 
taleciendo la validez y autenticidad 
de los documentos de identificación 
mexicanos. La calidad de nuestros 
documentos ha ganado la confianza 
de diversas instituciones públicas 
en Estados Unidos, y también de 
establecimientos privados como 
los bancos. 

Debido a todo esto, los Con- 
sulados de México están facultados 
para solicitar a las personas, pruebas 
supletorias en caso de duda, para 
asegurar la identidad de las personas 
a la hora de tramitar documentos y 
servicios consulares.

Jimmie Lee Solomon fue el re- 
presentante que envió el Selig 
a San Francisco en su represen- 
tación para estar en la hazaña de- 
portivo de Bonds. Tampoco estuvo 
presente Aaron, a quien batió la 
marca, pero si le dedicó un breve 
mensaje a Bonds por ser el nuevo 
rey de los jonrones y en el mismo 
le felicitó por lo conseguido, 
mientras que recordó que se había 
sentido orgulloso de haber tenido 
en su poder la histórica marca 
durante 33 años.

Honolulu — In 1937, the hit 
movie “Lost Horizon” took millions 
of viewers to a fabled paradise in 
the Himalayas called Shangri La. 
Coincidentally, millionairess Doris 
Duke was building a paradise of 
her own at the time, on five acres 
of beachfront near Oahu's famous 
Diamond Head Crater. Her project 
had an exotic theme, too - sort of 
The Middle East meets The Far 
East - so she decided to call it (you 
guessed it) Shangri La. 

Duke and her soon-to-be-ex- 
husband James Cromwell spent 
nearly two years building the place 
before they moved in on Christmas 
Day of 1938. And what a grand 
place it was. The estate included a 
14,000-sq.-ft. main house with an 
open patio right out of the Arabian 
Nights, a marble bedroom and bath 
looking much like such rooms in the 
Taj Mahal and a playhouse patterned 
after a 17th century royal Iranian 
pavilion -- all accented by ornate 
ceilings, doors, walls, grills and fur- 
niture Duke had picked up on trips 
to Egypt, Syria, Morocco, Spain, 
Iraq, Iran, India and Turkey. 

Duke, whose fortune came 
from her late father’s tobacco and 
energy empires, was in her mid- 
twenties at the time. She continued 
to add more objets d'art (mostly 
Islamic, and mostly very expensive) 
until her death in 1993. 
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Few outside her circle of 
friends had been inside Shangri La 
- or even knew about it - until the 
Doris Duke Foundation for Islamic 
Art opened it to limited public view- 
ing a few years ago. Today, you can 
see the estate and its 3,500 pieces of 
art on three daily tours scheduled 
Wednesdays through Saturdays. 
The tours start at the Honolulu 
Academy of Arts, where guests first 
see a short video about Shangri La. 
From there, groups of 12 board a 
minivan for a 15-minute drive to the 
estate. Inside, a guide takes you on 
what amounts to a magic carpet ride 
through Duke’s Islamic wonderland 
for about an hour and a half. 
Tickets are one of Hawaii's 
best bargains at $25, including the 
van ride and admission to the Aca- 
demy of Arts. The tours - capped at 
96 people a day - sell out fast, so it’s 
suggested that you make reserva- 
tions several months in advance.
